Carelessness- 


Last evening about 7 o'clock an 
accident happened in Oakland which 
certainly calls for the strictest 
atten­ 
tion of the authorities of that city, as 
to the capability of those people who 
were instrumental in causing the im­ 
mediate death of a young lady and 
very severely injuring a young man. 


It appears that the west bound 
local train was coming into the sta­ 
tion at the corner of Broadway and 
Seventh streets, in Oakland, at more 
than the usual rate of speed, on ac­ 
count of being behind time, when 
one of the cable cars attempted to go 
across the track. 
They collided and 
engine 1501 struck the rear end of 
the cable car with such force as to 
throw a young lady occupant" some 
thirty feet away and a young man 


was pitched about among the debris 
sufficiently 
to 
cover 
him 
with 
wounds. 


The young lady, who died almost 
immediately, was found to have her 
back broken and had received inter­ 
nal injuries. 
Her name was Mae 
Coates and she was the daughter ol a 
widow lady 
residing 
at 814 Oak 
street. 
Miss Coates was a teacher 
in the Garfield school in Oakland 
and 22 years of age. 
She was en­ 
gaged to Mr. W. H. Waste who was 
the injured young man, now lying in | 


the Receiving Hospital in Oakland. 
They were 
-on their way to San Fran­ 
cisco to attend a theatrical 
perform­ 
ance. 


Mr. Waste is a young and rising 
lawyer and was formerly connected 
with the press of Alameda county. 
He studied law, passed an examina­ 
tion and already has quite a lucra­ 
tive practice. 
The accident has pro­ 
duced an intense feeling in his mind, 
which it seems almost impossible for 
him to control ait the present 
time. 
His wounds are not considered to be 
very serious now, but with the dis­ 
turbance of his mind changes for the 
worse may take place. 
As soon as 


Mr. 
Waste 
was , able 
to 
get his 
thoughts into shape, so that he could 
express himself intelligently, he said: 


"We 
were coming down on the 
cable car, Miss Coates and myself. 


We were going to San Francisco and 
expected to catch the 7 o'clock train. 
When the collision occurred I had 
no idea that we were so near 
the 
track, although I think we were pre­ 
paring to get off the car. 
We were, 
perhaps, the only persons on 
board, 
although it seems to me that there 


was 
one man inside the car, but I 
may be mistaken." 


Mr. Waste resides with his mother 
at 2224 Dwight way, Berkeley. 
He 


is so well known in Berkeley that 
news of the accident shocked the 
whole community. 


All appearances at present tend to 
show gross Carelessness. 
A H early 
and thorough investigation by the 
proper authorities is due to the put>- 


lic. 
The gripman and conductor of 
the cable car were arrested last even­ 


ing, but as they were allowed to go 
upon 
their 
own 
recognizance, it 
would appear that the blame was not 
attached to them. 
Some one is to 
blame, and whoever it may be should 


! pay the penalty.

The 
distressing 
accident 
which 
happened in Oakland yesterday, as 
narrated in the local columns of this 
paper, is a forcible reminder of what 


is likely to happen in Berkeley any 
day or^night. 
There are altogether 
too many chances taken of crossing 
railroad tracks by street cars. The 
latter are more easily controlled than 
steam cars and the right 
of way 
belongs to the latter. 
The owners or 
controllers of steam cars are not en­ 
titled to have the earth at their dis­ 
posal, however. 


At midnight on the Berkeley local 
road an engine is sent from Berry- 
man station to the mole at the rate 


of more than forty miles an hour. It 
goes down without any train attached 
and there is not a night passes that 
residents along the route are not in 
constant fear that some frightful ac­ 
cident will take place. 


There is another dangerous por. 
tion of the town. 
At the East 
Berkeley station very often, day and 
night, the street between the cars 
and the sidewalk on the west side of 
Shattuck avenue, is filled with people 
either getting off or going on board 


of the trains. 
Often drivers of carts, 
wagons and carriages of all kinds 
dash along the street, hardly able to 
control their animals, frightened on 
account of the noise made by the 
engine or the appearance of the train 
It was not very long since when a 
lady escaped almost instant death by 
one of these frightened horses.

wires or 
overhead 


conductors, are hereby 
required to 


construct and maintain 
guard 
or 


safety wires over each trolley, wire or 


overhead 
conductor 
so used; 
the 


said guard or safety wires to be of 


galvanized 
iron and not less than 


165-1000 of an inch in diameter, and 


shall be parallel to the said 
trolley 


wire and not less than sixteen inches 


above the said trolley wire, and not 


less than eight inches nor more than 


twelve inches on each 
side of a line 


drawn from said trolley wire 
perpen­ 


dicular to the plane passing 
through 


the two said guard wires. 
T h e said 


guard or safety wires shall be thor­ 


oughly 
insulated 
from all 
current- 


bearing conductors of the said 
rail­ 


road motor circuits, and shall be at 


such places as the Board o f Public 


Works o f the city o f Oakland may 


direct and designate.
